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A Good Use for Old Cans. 


Frem the Scientific American- 


Perhaps one ofthe most appropri- 
ate uses of an old fruit can that can 
be devised, is to make it contribute 
t» the growth of new fruit to fill new 
eins. This is done in the following 
manner: The can is pierced with one 
ar more pin holes and then sunk in 
the earth near the roots of the straw- 
berry, tomato or other plants.. The 
pin holes are to be of such size, that 
when the cun is filled with water, the 
fluid cin only escape into the ground 
very slowly. Thus, a quart can, 
properly arranged, will extend its irri- 
gation to a plant through a period of 
several days; the can is then retilled. 
Practical trials of this method of irri- 

tion leave no doubt of its success.

THE CHARCOAL WAR. 


Armed Resistance to the Sheriff at Eu- 
reka—Fight Between the Coalburuers 
and the Officers—Five Killed and 
Many Wounded, 


Eureka, Aug. 19.—A Sheriff's 
posse attacked a coal ranch at Fish 
creek between sundown and dark last 
evening. Many shots were fired, and 
five Italians were killed and six badly 
weunded. Several prisoners were 
also taken. 

Eureka, Aug. 19.—8 p.m. A por- 
tion of the sheriff's posse has just re- 
turned from the scene of the Fish 
creek fight. They corroborate the state - 
ment hitherto telegraphed that the 
coal-burners opened the fight, firing 
the first shot. There were nine of the 
posse against 100 coal-burners, but 
not one half of the burners: were arm- 
ed. After the first volley from the of- 
ficers the rioters fled precipitately. 
Three of them were kilied outright, 
and two so badly injured that they ex- 
pired in a few hours. Fourteen pris- 
oners were taken, but only three were 
brought to town, as the rest were 
fouad to beunarmed. Deputy Sheriff 
Simpson was in the act of serving a 
warrant on one of the ringleaders 
when the conflict began. The officers 
claim that they were in a tight place, 
and were compelled to fight or be killed. 
There was no chance for retrent. 0 
rivters were met on the road three 
quarters of a mile from any coal camp.
